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To All Odd Fellows and Associates Throughout the World 
Under the Jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

Anniversaries are always impressive occasions. Odd 
Fellowship, on April 26th, 1945, will commemorate the one 
hundred and twenty-sixth anniversary of it’s founding. It 
will observe this important date at a time when the military 
forces of our United Nations are moving forward on global 
battle fronts toward complete and final victory over pagan 
aggression. 

When another year is added to the life of an organiza¬ 
tion there is as much cause for celebration as there is on 
those periodic divisions in the life of individuals. We Odd 
Fellows and Rebekahs are especially fortunate to be able to 
join in feting the one hundred and twenty-sixth birthday 
of a successful fraternity. Milestones like the twenty-fifth, 
fiftieth, or hundredth anniversaries may be days for espec¬ 
ially appointed celebrations—'but these are only reached by 
marking and acknowledging the less prominent markers of 
the intervening years—less prominent but every bit as im¬ 
portant. 

April 26th, 1819 to April 26th, 1945! These years have 
seen more development for the benefit of mankind than 
any preceding like period of time during the world’s exist¬ 
ence. During this era the Fraternity of Odd Fellows has 
kept pace with the general growth and development of the 
world at large. The first among the great fraternities in 
influence and usefulness, the one hundred and twenty-sixth 
birthday of our Order is an event of supreme importance. 
While we come to this natal day with. minds filled with 
thankfulness and pride for all that O'dd Fellowship has 
accomplished and the high place it occupies in the world’s 
work, we come to it also with a deep sense of present-day 
turmoil and a firm determination to remobilize all our 
forces of brotherhood, renew our vows of loving and fra¬ 
ternal service to one another, and faithfully extend those 


beneficent influences throughout our spheres of influence 
in acceptance of the challenge to more thoroughly direct 
those activities toward the promotion of world fellowship 
among all peoples, and world friendship among all nations. 

While our services to the sick, the widow, the orphan, 
the aged, and all in affliction or distress have been un¬ 
bounded, our claims to credit have been modest. Often our 
efforts have received the highest praise both at home and 
abroad. We can look back on the history of Odd Fellow¬ 
ship with pride and gratitude indeed. 

But the greatest single activity of Odd Fellowship is 
the making of MEN—the engendering of an altruistic spirit 
among men. Odd Fellowship gathers its membership with¬ 
out question of creed or doctrine. It brings them into its 
laboratories of fraternal service and looses them there. 
Time passes, enmities fade away, suspicious thoughts are 
forgotten, hatreds die. Lost in working for better relations 
among mankind is self—while members from all walks of 
life strive as one toward the ultimate goal of our fraternity 
—the day when mankind throughout the world shall be 
united, not under a League of Nations Charter, an Atlantic 
Charter, or any other mundane charter—but by a HUMAN 
charter under which one law shall bind all nations, tongues 
and kindred of the earth—the law of Universal Brother¬ 
hood. 

No organization remains static. No organization must 
be content to live in the glories of the past. With leaders 
at the helm who have graduated from the workrooms of 
Odd Fellowship, we have no fear of the future. Fraternal- 
ism is an eternal and ever living quality in the hearts of 
men. Co-operation within our Lodges and co-operation 
with others outside gives proof of the genuine spirit which 
functions inside us, of the comradeship of men who under¬ 
stand and like each other, of men who have an identity of 
ideals expressed, not in idle words but in vigorous action, 
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of men who possess to an increasingly greater extent a 
community of interests, of men who are voluntarily 
brothers—the bond that encircles the world of men. 

In pursuance of these thoughts, I, D. D. Munroe, Grand 
Sire of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, by authority 
in me vested by The Sovereign Grand Lodge, do hereby 

PROCLAIM 

the One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Anniversary of our 
Order, the 26th day of April, A.D., 1945. And I hereby 
authorize and direct that day, or a day as near that date 
as practicable, be duly observed in all Lodges, Encamp¬ 
ments, Cantons and Clubs of our Order by such special 
programs, observances and ceremonies, not inconsistent 
with the laws and usages of the Order, as may fittingly and 
properly emphasize and commemorate the occasion. 

I further urge that this date be also utilized as a day 
of personal inventory by each member of the Order. A day 
of stocktaking, figuratively speaking, to see if there is any¬ 
thing we should have done in Odd Fellowship or as Odd 
Fellows that we haven’t done; to determine for ourselves 


if there is some way we can serve better in our Order- in 
the future. On this important date in the life of our great 
fraternity each of us ought to make doubly sure that we 
did our best to be a truer and better member last year 
than we were the year before, and that we’ll improve—if 
it is humanly possible—in the days to come. 

It is important that we take time to look back with 
pride and thanksgiving on a “century and a quarter plus 
one’’ years of fraternal service and progress. It is much 
more important that we look ahead and plan for additional 
centuries of successful effort in improving and extending 
the cultural and fraternal advancement of mankind. While 
others are commanding: “GO ON. MEN,”—let us step out 
ahead and cry: “COME ON, MEN, LET’S GO!”

VALUE OF BEING A MEMBER 

Membership in Odd Fellows Pays Greater Dividends Than Any 
Other Investment a Person Can Make; Endowment 
Fund Guarantees 


The story of Brother X, whom I 
knew well in his younger days, will 
illustrate what it means to be an Odd 
Fellow in good standing. 

Brother X was just like thousands 
of other young men who come to man¬ 
hood’s estate without much education 
and with no special training for life’s 
battles. Brother X could farm a little, 
and do most any kind of unskilled 
manual labor. He married, in his early 
twenties, a fine young woman, but one 
who like her husband had no special 
training for earning a livelihood. 

Eight children were born to Brother 
X and his wife before it occurred to 
him that he needed Odd Fellowship or 
that Odd Fellowship needed him. He 
then joined the Order in the usual way 
by initiation and by taking the de- 
greese of the subordinate lodge for all 
of which he paid fifteen dollars. 

The ceremonies of initiation must 
have impressed Brother X favorably 
for he began paying his dues in ad¬ 
vance and had paid eight dollars in 
dues at the time of his death fourteen 
months after his initiation, and was 
thus placed in good standing, with 
dues paid two months in advance at 
the time of his death. 


Twenty-three dollars was all Brother 
X ever paid to the Order during his 
life. 

Let’s see what that twenty-three 
dollars did: 

First—It secured him a decent 
burial, according to the rituals of the 
Order. 

Second—It paid his widow a Cash 
funeral benefit much larger than the 
entire sum Brother X had paid to the 
Order. 

Third—It enabled his children, who 
were under the age of fourteen years, 
(four in number) to enter our W. & 0. 
Home at Corsicana to be cared for by 
Odd Fellowship. 

The older child entering the Home, 
died before graduation. The second 
one, after eight years in the Home, 
graduated with honors and after a 
year in one of the State’s leading col¬ 
leges, made possible only by the gene¬ 
rosity of Odd Fellowship, is earning a 
splendid income and is able to live and 
enjoy life among the most cultured 
and refined people of our State. 

The third child entering the home 
spent ten years there, graduated and 
immediately through the aid of Odd 


Fellows secured a splendid position 
which he still holds, and where he has 
been able to continue his studies so 
that some time in the near future the 
ambition of his life may be realized. 

The fourth child of Brother X is 
still in the Home having been clothed 
fed, housed and schooled for about 
twelve years. When he leaves the 
Home, he too will be equipped to make 
good in the battle of life. 

- Twenty-three may be regarded by 
some as unlucky, but it was otherwise 
in the case of Brother X. For twenty- 
three dollars he secured more for his 
children that he could have given them 
if he had lived. The children who went 
to the Home have had a total of more 
than thirty years of the best of care, 
training and schooling. Thirty years 
of the best advantages any children in 
the State ever received and all for 
twenty-three dollars! 

Why says twenty-three is unlucky? 

Why be an Odd Fellow? Answer— 
Because it pays greater dividends than 
any other investment you can make. 

The endowment fund guarantees 
these dividends and our Home will 
continue. 

T think it is appropriate that this 
story of Brother X and his family fol¬ 
low last month’s story “Fifty Cents” 
about Brother Joe and his family. I 
knew personally both Brother Joe and 
Brother X. Brother X did not have the 
education, ability or property that 
Brother Joe had, but he was more 
careful in keeping his dues to Odd Fel¬ 
lowship paid.

“Brotherhood” Talk 

At Lodge Meeting

of Saskatoon, paid a visit to Watrous 
Lodge No. 63 on Tuesday evening, Feb¬ 
ruary 20th. The evening was high¬ 
lighted by the third degree being pre¬ 
sented to five new members: John 
MacLachlan, John Myhr, Buford Bea¬ 
vers, Stanley Stacey and Clarence 
Schafer. 

Immediately following the degree 
the meeting was an open session. It 
took the form of ladies’ night, when 
the wives of local members were in¬ 
vited to hear Bro. Hagerman give an 
address on “Brotherhood” and “Wil- 
dey, the Founder of Odd Fellowship.” 

The program opened with the five 
new members being brought forward 
to receive their membership certifi¬ 
cates. Following this the audience wit¬ 
nessed the presentation of 25-year 
jewels to Bros. D. Fotheringham and 
G. II. Halvorsen by Past Grand Sire 
Bro. Hagerman. Bro. Fotheringham’s 
presentation was unique in that he re¬ 
ceived his father’s 25-year jewel, with 
a separate plate attached with his own 
name inscribed. 

Bro. Hagerman then spoke on the 
topic -‘Brotherhood.” In his opening 
remarks the speaker stated that five 
years ago this element, brotherhood of 
man, was given a rough ride when 
Hitler unleashed his power on all 
Europe in an effort to crush our be¬ 
liefs and ideals for his so-called faith. 
However, by this mad attack he even¬ 
tually strengthened the faith of man¬ 
kind, drawing it into a closer bond of 
brotherhood in the desire to overthrow 
this new faith. He traced the united 
stand of all Allied countries involved 
today, but pointed out that the begin¬ 
ning of brotherhood and relieving the 
distressed was done 2,000 years ago 
when our Lord was on earth. 

The order on the North American 
continent was founded by Thos. Wil- 
dey in Baltimore on April 25, 1819. 
The first lodge consisted of five mem¬ 
bers. The movement soon spread to 
different states of the Union, and 
Wildey became the first grand sire of 
the order, an office he held for eight 
years. The rise of the order was pro¬ 
nounced at the turn of the century, 
and continued by spreading to every 
country of the world. 

The greatest example of fraternal- 
ism and brotherhood, the speaker 
stated, was found in Canada and the 
U.S.A. These two countries, through 
their international relationships since 
1817, had their international boundary 
free of fortifications. These two coun¬ 


tries have been the friendliest of na 
tions since that time. The practice of 
friendship, love and truth most cer¬ 
tainly can bind nations together and 
forever put aside fear of war. 




By commencing in our lodge rooms, 
said Bro. Hagerman, the forming of 
these great principles can be extended 
and strengthened in our daily life and 
so expand to include all mankind in 
the greatest principle to weld men and 
women into a peace-loving nation— 
and that law is the law of universal 
brotherhood.

WORK OF PIONEER LODGES 

OF EXCEPTIONAL INTEREST 


Past Grand Master Henry J. Suder, of Arizona Grand Lodge, 
Has Been a Member for Nearly 53 Years; 

Wears Coveted Jewel 


1 have always been deeply interested 
in the history of those who pioneered 
in the establishment of Odd Fellow¬ 
ship in the various jurisdictions and 
particularly in the history of pioneer 
lodges. Recently, 1 was privileged to 
meet Brother Henry J. Suder, Past 
Grand Master and Historian of the 
Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction of 
Arizona. Brother Suder has been a 
member of the Order for nearly 53 
years and proudly wears a 50-year 
jewel presented to him by the mem¬ 
bership of his state. For the outstand¬ 
ing work of Past Grand Master Suder 
in the various branches of the order 
he has just been recommended for the 
Grand Decoration of Chivalry. 

Away back yonder in 1868, Arizona 
was a territory of the United States 
and was virtually uninhabited except 
for Indians and a few hardy pioneer 
white men engaged in trading, mining, 
stock raising and farming. Prescott, 
Arizona, was at that time a newly 
established trading post and it hap¬ 
pened, as it usually does, that where 
pioneering is done, Odd Fellows will 


be found at the front. This was true 
at Prescott, Arizona, because on July 
13th, 1868, six members of the order, 
to wit: E. J. Cook, E. Darling, A. 0. 
Noyes, Herbert Bowers, N. Thede and 
C. H. Geyer organized Arizona Lodge 
No. 1 in Prescott, Yavapai County, 
Arizona Territory, under a dispensa¬ 
tion signed by J. P. Sanders as Grand 
Sire. The lodge was organized under 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
California and remained under that 
jurisdiction until the organization of 
the Grand Lodge of Arizona April 
26th, 1884. 

E. J. Cook is thought to be the out¬ 
standing Odd Fellow of all time in the 
jurisdiction of Arizona, for it was he 
who, as special Deputy Grand Sire, in¬ 
stituted Arizona Lodge No. 1. It was 
E. J. Cook who supervised the applica¬ 
tion for the charter of this first lodge 
and who then made the trip overland 
from Prescott to San Francisco, a dis¬ 
tance of approximately 800 miles, at 
his own expense, for the purpose of 
receiving and bringing back the neces¬ 
sary equipment for the organization of 


Arizona Lodge No. 1. Brother Cook 
was the first trustee elected for this 
first lodge in Arizona. He lived and 
served Odd Fellowship until his death 
January 4th, 1901. 

The records show that of the six 
charter members of Arizona Lodge No. 
1, three were merchants, two were 
miners and one a farmer. 

The records further show that dur¬ 
ing the first year of its existence 
twenty-three members, which included 
the six charter members, were admit¬ 
ted into this first lodge. Of this num¬ 
ber, two, Josiah Whitcomb and David 
Osborn, were killed by the Indians 
within less than three months follow¬ 
ing their initiation. One other died 
during the first year after the organ¬ 
ization of the lodge, and two with¬ 
drew from the lodge. 

On May 15th, 1870, Benjamin Wea¬ 
ver became a member of Arizona 
Lodge No. 1, and is credited with the 
honor of bringing the first printing 
press into the territory of Arizona. 

The wives of these pioneer Odd Fel¬ 
lows became active as Rebekahs at an 
early date, the records showing that 
the first Rebekah degree conferred in 
the territory of Arizona was conferred 
on the wives of O. A. Noyes, Hezikiah 
Brooks and E. F. Bowers, on the 13th 
day of February, 1870. 

Just a little more than eleven years 
after the institution of Arizona Lodge 
No. 1, Phoenix Lodge No. 2 was insti¬ 
tuted as the second lodge in Arizona 
on July 27th, 1879. Both Prescott 
Lodge No. 1 and Phoenix Lodge No. 2 
have had a continued existence since 
their beginnings, and are still going 
strong. During the fifteen years that 
Arizona was under the jurisdiction of 
California, Prescott lodge held 191 
meetings and conferred the degrees of 
the Order on 293 members. 

Odd Fellowship in Arizona was or¬ 
ganized under such difficulties and ex¬ 
isted for many years under such hard¬ 
ships that it seems to me the history 
as above given should be generally 
known and should be an incentive and 
an inspiration to us now. If we, today, 
worked for Odd Fellowship as these 
pioneers of old did, Odd Fellowship 
would have no complaints about lack 
of interest, loss of membership and 
failure to grow.

Another Anniversary t 

On April 26th, it will be 126 years 9 
since Odd Fellowship was established L 
on the North American Continent, and 
the anniversary will be noted with 
some special observance in most of the L- 
lodges of the country. ■" 


The first lodge in this country was 
organized April 26, 1819, at Seven 
Stars tavern in Baltimore, Maryland, 
by Thomas Wildey and four other 
English Odd Fellows, receiving its 
charter from England. Not many years 
later, emulating the course by “the 
early fathers,” the American lodges 
renounced their allegiance to the 
mother country and ever since have 
been known as the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows. There are now 56 
Grand Lodges, about 9,800 subordinate 
lodges; 56 Grand Encampments, and 
2,200 subordinate encampments; 56 Re- 
bekah Assemblies and 8,200 Rebekah 
lodges, with a membership who 
proudly step to the march of our fra¬ 
ternity. These all are under the con¬ 
trol and supervision of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, which is made up of 
representatives from the grand bodies. 

While we are proud of the beneficial 
features of the Order, we do not lay 
stress upon them for the purpose of 
increasing our membership. In fact, we 
desire no new members who are im¬ 
pelled to join us solely because of the 
financial benefits they or their loved 
ones may receive in the hours of ad¬ 
versity, sickness or death. Yet it is 
proper that the uninitiated should be 
informed of this feature of our Order. 

When a member is sick, he receives 
—as a right and not as charity—the 
weekly sum named in the by-laws of 
his lodge, in addition to which he is 
constantly visited and watched over 
and cared for. In the event of death, 
his remains are returned to “Mother 
Earth” with proper ceremonies; and 
after death his loved ones are cared 
for in one of the 63 comfortable Homes 
for aged brothers and sisters and or¬ 
phans of deceased members. 

The Independent Order of Odd Fel¬ 
lows, since its organization in 1819. 
has the following accomplishments to 
its credit: over 6,000,000 people have 
joined the Order, whose membership 
today is 1,339,158; there have been 7,- 
152,429 members and 535,881 widowed 
families relieved; a grand total of 
$329,908,009.23 has been expended for 
relief. The Order has invested funds 
of $66,978,898.48; and in the 63 Homes 
which are valued at $15,214,377.81 
there are at present 3,300 aged mem¬ 
bers and orphans being cared for. 
Since the establishment of these 
Homes, they have cared for 36,982 per¬ 
sons.—Odd Fellow Record.

Principal Reason for 
Joining the Order 

It was lodge night and there was an 
unusually large number present. They 
came to see the minister of the Gospel 
initiated into the Order. He was a man 
of experience, a successful preacher 
and pastor and greatly beloved by his 
people. After the work had been com¬ 
pleted, and the usual routine of busi¬ 
ness had been taken up, the “Good of 
the Order’’ was reached and the rev¬ 
erend brother was called upon for re¬ 
marks. Naturally enough he spoke 
about his initiation and the deep im¬ 
pression it had made on his mind, and 
related an incident, which was the 
prime cause of his knocking at the 
door of our Order for admission.

“I have one principal reason in join¬ 
ing the Order.

It was noliced, 
however, by those for whom it was in¬ 
tended and immediately the attitude 
of certain parties changed towards 
the unfortunate man. He was taken 
into the residence of a gentleman pres¬ 
ent, and given all the care that one of 
the family would have received under 
similar circumstances. The relatives of 
the unfortunate man were notified and 
the best medical and nursing skill were 
rendered.' And why all this tender, 
brotherly care? Because a fraternal 
sign given during a short period of 
consciousness. A sign so slight that it 
escaped profane eyes. So slight, did I 
say? How much did it mean to the in¬ 
jured one and his brothers? What 
would have been the result if he had 
opened his eyes and beseechingly said: 
‘I am a member of a certain denomina¬ 
tion of a church.’ The chances are that 


the town authorities would have given 
him the same careless care so often 
given in such cases. This is the prin¬ 
cipal reason why I am here tonight; to 
grasp the hands of brothers in a broth¬ 
erhood that means ‘Brotherly Love.’ ’’

FOR ODD FELLOWS IN FORCES 

Benefits of U. S. Bill Are Provided Those Who Have Served for 
at Least 90 Days Since Sept. 16, 1940 


Because the “G. I. Bill of Rights” is 
so important to each of our members 
in the service of the armed forces, I 
am asking each of our fraternal papers 
to publish the following excerpts from 
the “G. I. Bill of Rights” in the next 
issue of each such paper.: 

‘‘By the terms of the bill, to quote 
from the Army and Navy Journal, 
benefits ‘‘except as to employment, 
will accrue to members of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
who have served for at least 90 days 


paid in 20 years. The first year’s in¬ 
terest would be paid by the govern¬ 
ment. 

‘‘As for securing employment for 
veterans, the Administrator of Veter¬ 
ans’ Affairs is responsible for this, but 
securing employment for veterans will 
be channeled through the United 
States Employment Service or through 
a state employment agency that co¬ 
operates with the United States Em¬ 
ployment Service. 


‘‘Unemployment compensation •»- 

$20 a week will be paid to veterans on; [ 
of work up to 52 weeks during the firs; 
two years after discharged from tin 
armed forces. I 

“The legislation would guarantees 
adequate hospitalization for service* 
connected and non-service connectet I 
disabilities or diseases, and the rigli 1, an 
to adequate prosthetic appliances an< 1 
the training necessary to perfect th p epu 
use of these appliances.

16 September 1940; they must have 
been discharged under conditions other 
than dishonorable; must have had their 
education or training ‘impeded, de¬ 
layed, interrupted, or interfered with 
by reason of his entrance into the ser¬ 
vice,’ or ‘must desire a refresher or re¬ 
training course.’ 

“If under the age of 25 when he en¬ 
tered the service it would be taken for 
granted that his education has been 
impeded, delayed, interrupted or inter¬ 
fered with by entering the service. 

“Veterans completing the first year 
satisfactorily will be granted addi¬ 
tional training, by maintaining scho¬ 
lastic standing, up to the limit of the 
term of their service in the armed 
forces but not beyond a total of three 
more years. Those taking a refresher 
or retraining course would not be 
granted this additional training. 

“All of his expenses for tuition, 
fees, books, supplies, equipment, and 
other necessary expenses not to exceed 
$500 would be paid, plus a subsistence 
allowance of $50 a month where there 
are no dependents, and $25 a month 
more for dependents. 

“To aid veterans in buying homes, 
farms, or a small business, the govern¬ 
ment will guarantee 50% of a loan, 
but not more than $2,000, negotiated 
with public or private loan agencies, at 
not more than 4% interest and to be
